WASHINGTON <UP>—A govenv 
ment official said that scientists 
made progress today in reviewing 
the polio vaccine program. No de­ 
cision on its future is likely until 
Tuesday. 
Dr W. II. Sebrell Jr., director of 
the National Institutes of Health, 
told reporters at a lunch recess 
there is “nothing to comment on 
now” on the fate of the vaccine 
program. 
Sebrell said the meeting of ex­ 
pert* to review tests of the vac­ 
cine's safety was “going satisfac­ 
torily.” 
He said experts from the NII!, 
the Public Health Service, and out­ 
side consultants were looking over 
all 
technical problems involving 
vaccine tests 
They also were re- 
yiewing information which govern­ 
ment experts obtained in recheck­ 
ing production processes of the 
vaccine manufacturers, he said. 
The vaccine advisory committee 
of the National Foundation for In­ 
fantile Paralysis may meet with 
Ute group tuesday, ne said.

firms also scheduled meetings with 
Sebrell's group.

Frank Thomas, organization di­ 
rector of the Saline County Farm 
Bureau, presided, with Dr. Thomas 
W eight,

veterin­ 
arian 
who operates

Grade-A 
dairy farm in the county, entering 
a discussion on the subject with 
State Senator Glen O. Jones, Ra­ 
leigh. 
Thom as and Dr. Weight told of 
the 
desires of a Grade-A 
milk 
ordinance for the protection of the 
consum er. Under proposals before 
the state legislature, Grade-A milk 
would 
be labelled as 
such 
and 
other milk, although pasteurized, 
could be sold only when signs in 
the 
establishment disclosed 
that 
ungraded milk was sold. 
Sen 
Jones asked for statistics 
which showed that ungraded past­ 
eurized milk was detrim ental to 
public 
health, declaring 
that he 
had an open mind and wanted to be 
?hown any basis for fears. 
He declared that a lot of small 
producers could be hurt if legis­ 
lation 
which 
branded 
ungraded 
milk an inferior product were to 
be passed, stating “you’re destroy­ 
ing the market for all milk except 
Grade-A.” 
He kept emphasizing, however, 
if it could be proved to him that 
there is medical basis for fears 
that ungraded pasteurized milk is 
detrim ental to public health, that 
he would go along on the proposi­ 
tion “ but I don’t want to go along 
; on anything to destroy a market 
unless I am convinced it should be 
destroyed.”
